Being a believer in revelation and inspiration, the following 
passages, said the speaker, present themselves as fitting texts : 
*: He that is first in his own cause seemeth just; but his neigh- 
bor cometh and searcheth him.”—Proverbs xviii: 17. “He 
that diggeth a pit shall fall in it."— Ecclesiastes x: 8. 

Religion is innate in humanity. Spiritualism, relating to 
science, philosophy and religion, is founded upon a rock, and 
never shrinks from discussion nor the most rigid investigation. 
It is a living witness for God, demonstrating a fulure existence. 
And as its divine principles are in perfect accord with the 
original teachings, signs, gifts, and spiritnal marvels of Jesus 
and his Apostles, the -‘ gates of hell cannot prevail against 
it!” Since God through angels and ministering spirits initiated 
the modern manifestations, putting to flight doubts of a con- 
scious immortality, the progress of the movement has been 
absolutely marvellous. Ignorance is its worst enemy! Alive 
to the genius of the age, aflame with divine wisdom and sunny 
with consolation for the mourner, millions have already flock- 
ed to its standard. Verily it is the ** Angel" that the Patmos 
revelator saw come down from Heaven having ‘‘ great power.” 
Only think—less than a quarter of a century, since the 
** Rochester demonstations,” and yet Spiritualism has become 
a mighty moral force in this country and throughont the en- 
lightened world. Who then, dare say of it **thus far and no 
farther ?" 

Though Papal priests have issued their “ bulls;” though 
Protestants have protested; Sectarists sneered; bigots scorned 
and salaried clergymen alternatively “whined and raved." 
Spiritualism ordained of God and holy with angelic inspira- 
tion, has shed a kindling light upon all the Continents and 
Islands of the earth, demolishing churchal superstitions and 
demonstrating immortality. 

Not mentioning the Spiritualist press and book establish- 
ments in Ametrica—London alone publishes six Spiritualist 
journals. France, Spain, Germany and other continental 
countries publish quite a number; while far-off Australia prints 
an able Spiritualist monthly— The Harbinger of Light.

Recently -the following notice appeared in the city papers : 

“First Baptist church, Third street. The sixteenth of the 
course on ‘Misunderstood Scriptures,’ to-morrow evening. 
Subject: ‘The witch scene in the 28th chapter of First Sam- 
uel. Falsity of popular interpretation. The substantial iden- 

tity of modern Spiritualism and ancient necromancy.' " 


This ** Third street” pastor declared that the woman consult- 
ed belonged to a class spoken of as ** enchanters," ‘ witches,” 
‘t necromancers," ‘‘sorcerers,” *'nstrologers,"—in a word, the 

* OLD HAG, OUTCAST AND WITCH,” 
phraseology exhibiting a taste far more clerical than scriptural ! 
Do not such denunciations and insinuations constitute a clear 
case of slandering the **dead?" That she was a “ ventrilo- 
quist" is a bold assertion, and mine tothe contrary, is quite as 
authoritative. 

Treating of * probabilities and improbabilities,” Mr. Bald- 
win said : “If Samuel came back it was by the will of God, 
and do you think he would send his good prophet back to a 
witch's den to communicate with the wicked Saul whom God 
had abandoned ?" 

Certainly Samuel came back by the “will of God," just as 
did Moses and Elias on the ** Mount of Transfiguration,” just 
ds did the company of angels, seen by John, ‘that no man 
could number,” redeemed from “among the tribes of the 
earth,” just as do angels and spirits, now to mediums, gifted 
with what Paul denominates the ‘discerning of spirits.’ 
(Cor. xii, 10.) ‘‘Abandoned of God," said this clergyman. 
What proof is there that God had abandoned Saul? Nota 
parlicle ! Saul was a prophet, and also a warrior. But so are 
Christians. True they will exhort and prate about loving 
enemies, and returning *' good for evil” in imitation of Jesus 
the Prince of Peace, and yet as in our late civil war fight North 
and South like maddened devils. And what is ' more heathen- 
ish, attending chaplains will urge them on in their murderous 
work ! 

Does it not look quite as ‘‘ probable” that. God should send 
his ** good prophet" to ** what" Mr. Baldwin terms 

“A WITCH'S DEN" 
as that he should send holy prophets to his “chosen people," 
who had **gone w—— after strange flesh.” (Ex. xvi) or, as 
that he himself should come down, becoming through some 
* Holy Ghost mystery,” incarnated to be born of Mary in a 
manger vacated, perhaps, by a hungry ox? Hillel, Gamarcha 
and other scholarly Hebrews always thought the whole affair 
undignified. 
“ Would A 
GOD DEMEAN HIMSELF, 

asked this Baptist pastor, by sending a prophet to Saul through 
a heathen woman whom he despised?” Well, considering 
that this God, according to the Scriptures, was a ‘‘ jealous” 
God, (Ex. xxxiv., 14), considering that he commanded Isaiah 
to walk ‘‘naked,” (Isaiah xx., 2,) that he took off the Egyp- 
tians’ “chariot wheels," (Ex. xiv., 24), that he wet ‘Gideon's 
*'sheep-fleece," (Judge vi., 31, 37), and meeting Moses in a 
tavern, “sought to kill him.” (Ex. iv., 24, 25). We should 
naturally think he would ‘‘demean” himself to do pretty 
much anything. When will clergymen come to understand 
that this “Lord who spake to Moses," **smelt burned offer- 
ings," and issued proclamations against **necromancy," and 
“familiar spirits," because “jealous” was not the Infinite 
God—the **Our Father who art in Heaven;" but the tutelary 
god of the Israelites, and once a mortal as were the gods of 
Egypt and Greece. 

In further elucidating the “witch scene,” the Doctor said 
that “ near Mount Tabor, in a ravine, this heathen medium 
lived alone, she did not know Saul; but magnetising him and 
reading his mind, she knew him and was afraid— while he, be- 
lieving in witches, being hungry and nervous—was a good 
subject. ‘The heathen woman said she saw Samuel, and Saul 
believed that Samuel was there, because she said so; but he 
was not there. It was a lie." 

This paragraph is interesting so far as true. It admits the 
reality of “ mind-reading,” and “magnetism.” A few years 
since the clergy in a solid phalanx denied electri-biology, 
psyschoretry, psychology, mesmerism and magnetism.

“JT believe there is a supernatural and spiritual world, in 
which human spirits, both good and bad, live in a state of 
consciousness, * * * * * Ibdieve Samuel did actually 
appear to Saul, and that he was sent by the special mercy of 
God, to warn this infatuated king of his approaching death." 
(Com. p. 299, vol. ii. Here we have the testimony of the 
Bible writer, of Saul, of the woman, of Josephus, of Dr.

IGNORING GOD, 

“Do not Spiritualists ignore God; and have not their com- 
munications with spirits caused them to cease from prayer ?" 
asks the Doctor. ‘This depends upon the definition and attri- 
butes ascribed to God. That Old Testament tutelary God 
that through “jealousy” denounced divination—that got 
“angry with the wicked every day"—that ** cast down great 
stones from Heaven” (Josh. x, xo) and that commanded 
Moses to kill every male among the little ones, and every woman 
that had known man by lying with him, but to keep alive for 
themselves all the women children. (Numbers xxxi, 1, 15.) 
Spiritnalists ignore. I repeat Spiritualists ignore any and 
every God that would authorize the infliction of capital punish- 
ment, ordain slavery, pamper a poligamy-practicing Solomon, 
flatter a licentious David, compel Isaiah to walk three years 
barefoot and ** naked" and positively command Moses to keep 
alive the buxom Midianite Virgins or ** women cuildren," that 
these ** chosen people of God" might use them to gratify their 
devlish lusts. If this is the Bible God that Mr. Baldwin and 
the Christians of Troy worship, we respectfully suggest that 
instead of agonizing to convert Trojan sinners, they better 
convert their God. 

But while Spiritualists ignore that Biblical God that got 
** jealous" and **angry'—tbat authorized war and prohibited 
spiritual communion, they devoutly believe in the God wor- 
shiped by Pythagoras and Proclus, by Jesus and John, by the 
earliest of the Church Fathers, by Theodore Parker, A. J.

The following paragraph of Mr. baldwin--** Whenever a 
passage occurs that seems miraculous; if it can be explained 
on natural principles, prefer the natural to the supernatural, "— 
is far more rational than orthodox. No bibheal occurrences 
are supernatural, but many are superhuman. As a Spiritual- 
ist I have a clear faith in revelations and iuspirations in the 
prophecies, dreams, visions, trances, healings aud spiritual 
gifts recorded in the Bible. Modern manifestations corrobo- 
rate the ancient. Every argument against modern spiritual 
manifestations is a pointed javelin hurled at the spiritual 
truths of the Scriptures. It is painful to see a Troy clergy- 
man thus join hands with scofting atheists. In closing his 
sermon, he implored * the people to flee to the Savior—that 
is, to 


WHO MADE THE DEVIL? 

Why was he made? Who ishe? Whereishe? Howdoes 
he travel? Does he *'crawl" asin Genesis, or walk up and 
down the earth, as recorded in Job?  Scientistsand the think- 
ers of all schools are asking, ‘‘Is there a personal devil? If 
so, did he make himself or did God make him? If God, ‘fore- 
seeing the end from the beginning, made him and if he exists 
by the power of God, is not God responsible for his deeds? It 
is said, ‘He was once on angel and fell" Then, may not 
other angels fall? May it not be the case with all angels and 
sainta in glory? Were the ‘seven devils’ cast ont of Mary 
Magdalene fallen angels? And further, ifthe devil is really 
ruining immortal souls, why does not God at once destroy 
hin? How is this? As the Rev. Mr. Baldwin believes in 
“total depravity,” ‘‘ vicarious atonement,” ‘endless hell tor- 
ments” and a semi-omnipotent devil, will be tell the citizens of 
Troy what he actually knows abont thedevil? Will he farther 
explain what Plato meant by the “good demon of Socrates ?" 
what Ralpb Waldo Emerson meant by writing : 


“ Clome—clowe above our heads 

The potent plain of demons spreads ; 
Stands to each huraan »oul his own, 

For watch and ward and futherance''— 


and what the English author, Addison, meant when he wrote 
ofthe “good demon who sat at his right hand during the 
course of the whole vision 7” 

PSYCHOLOGY AND MIRACLE. 

Psychology is in ‘ harmony with natural law ” exclaimed 
Mr. Baldwin. This is admitted. Peter so understood and 
made it practical in the so-called miracle of healing by 
“fastening his eyes" upon the lame man, ‘taking hira 
by the right hand,” giving strength to his feet and ancle 
bones. (Acts iii, 2, 7.) The right hand is positive. Jesus 
and the Apostles healed the sick by “the laying on of hands.” 
Why do not Christian followers and imitators of Jess? 
Judged by their works they have infinitely more faith in 
blue-pill preparations than Apostolic methods ! 

That ‘Spiritualist literature is vague and devoid of coramon 
mense” is sitoply a clerical assertion. It is quite possible that 
the number of Spiritnalists has been estimated too high by 
Judge Edmonds of New York, and others. That there are 
1,400,000 of Baptists in the country as Mr. Baldwin boastingly 
affirmed, is simply a bit of harmless braggadocio. Let it pass, 
by the practical inquiry. How many of these Baptiste fulfill 
the following Scriptures ?:

The life and teachings of the Lord Jesus Christ.” This was 
well. But what relation is there, pray, between that humble, 
sweet, selt-sacrificing life of Jesus and modern christians ? 
Jesus had not “where to lay bis head "—had no salary for 
preaching—subscribed to no creed—did not traffic in mer- 
chandise -did not smoke, chew nor eat «wines flesh—did not 
marry—did not hoard up money —did not speculate in corner 
lots—did not seek popularity—but went, medium-like, stroll- 
ing around the country *'eating with publicans and sinners,” 
healing the sick by the laying on of hands— and, in a word, 
“doing good.” In this the Rev. Mr. Baldwin and ourself 
agree—the necessily of imitating Jesus. 

SICK OF CHISTIANITY. 

Thinking, rational men are becoming son] sick of this popu- 
lar half-heathenized Christianity, with its © fall of wan,” ** total 
depravity,” * vicarious atonement,” “angry God," “ personal 
devil,” and “endless ; hell torments,” — a Christianity that 
slanghtered 2,000,000 during the ten crusades; that for fifleen 
hundred years persecuted the Israelites and put to death the 
heretics of Europe; that burned witches, hung Quakers, and 
banished Ann Lee; a Christianity that incited members of 
Christian Churches North aud Sonth to tight like church- 
militant demons; a Christianity that supports standing armies, 
constructs arsenals and appoints chaplains, servants of the 
** Prince of Peace," to pray for victories through blood, battle 
and murder, a Christianity that mixes the blasphemies of 
Deuteronomy with the beatitudes and Jesus's teaching with the 
lust songs of Solomon; a Christianity that scorns science, in- 
spires bigotry, encourages superstition, sneers at Spintualism, 
puts on pompons airs, persecutes for opinion's sake, grinds 
the face of the poor, professes extra piety, drives shrewd bar- 
gains, and then sanctimonionsly asks for prosperity— all, oll 
“for Christ's sake !" 

Paris was n Christian city, as famous before the Prusian 
victories for its prostitution as for its missionary enterprises. 

London is a Christian city, and yetlast March re eme 165,- 
000 panpers Human life is infinitely less safe to-day in Chris- 
tian New York than Constantinople or heathen Scutaria across 
the Bosphorus. 

There are professed Christians in Troy who rent out build- 
ings for rum selling, and Christians in New York who rent 
houses to be used for prostitution. I exhort them to repent of 
their sins; to “get religion;" to become good, practical Spirit 
ualists. Spiritualism is not popular, however, in the Baptist 
churches, Grundy tea-parties or State penitentiaries. —

What man wonld believe such a theory was meant for him? 
Not one. Man does not look at the customs of the world to| 
ask if he must believe. He does not accept the dead thoughts 
of past ages; he looks into his own soul and there finds his 
answer. The world is woman's too. She is part of this rest- 
less, changeful mass callel humanity. She, too, has a future 
entirely beyond this present life, and should she be debarred 
from making the best possible use of all her faculties? Should 
she be prevented from helping herself? "si 

Restrictions are of two cbaracters—natural aud legislative. 
Natural restrictions adhere in the very nature of things: for 
instance, men are restricted from flying because they were not 
created with the ability to fly. A statute against flying would 
be a burlesque on law. Nature herself made the restriction 
when she made the man. But no such restriction exists as to 
suffrage. On the contrary, when people were made responsi- 
ble, accountable beings, they were endowed with the right to 
self-government. The power of self-government carries with 
it the right fo self-government. Laws are not made for idiots, 
insane or infants. They are made for people capable of obey- 
ing them. They are made for people capable of self-govern- 
ment, of self-restraint. Our reform is the truest, broadest, 
grandest reform the world ever saw; it is the ultimate of 
Christianity; it is undoing the heavy burdens and letting the 
oppressed go free. The truest republicanism is recognized in 
the Ten Commandments. The equality of the father and mother 
in the family is there declared; the equal moral responsibility 
of man and woman is asserted. The right of life is recognized, 
the right of property is recognized. When we come down to 
Christianity, we find these laws put in practice. Some people 
tell us the world is not ready for our reform; the fact is the 
world never seems prepared for any step. When Christ came 
iuto the world, he did not find the world ready to receive him. 
He came to his own; his own knew him uot. They accepted 
him not; they passed him by on the other side; they crucified 
him; and notwithstanding all this, it was time he came. 


The cry always is, the country is not quite ready. It has 
always been so. Mrs. Warren, in the history of the revolution, 
says, the declaration of the independence of the colonies had 
been contemplated for several months before the words were 
publicly spoken, but congress feared. That body was appre- 
hensive that the people at large were not prepared for it. By 
and by a patriotic member spoke the word, response was im- 
Mediate, and men rendered themselves immortal. 


Ten years ago our country had not made up its mind that it 
was prepared to put an end to slavery. Suddenly a gun was 
fired away down south. It boomed along the sea-shore up 
to New England: it echoed among the mountains of the middle 
States; it rode along the valleys and across the prairies of the 
far west, and in an instant we knew the knell of slavery had 
been struck. We were prepared for it, Just so will it be with 
our question. As soon as our question gets to be a public 
question, in the light of being a party question; just as soon 
as one of the great political parties of the day take it up, you 
will find the country ready for it. The only question will be, 
why has it so long been delayed? 


When we use the ballot we only speak through it. "Through 
it we say how the money raised by tax upon our property shall 
be used. Through it we only express our individual will in an 
authoritative manner ; we only protect our own selves. That 
women should possess the ballot is only carrying to its legiti- 
mate ends the theory of our government, and when she does 
possess it fully, equally, unequivocally, shall we for the first 
time have a true Republic. 

It is no argument against suffrage, it is no proof against 
woman's desire for suffrage because many of them do not beg 
for it. Many a woman, who, knowing her dependent condi- 
tion, dares not say to-day she would like the ballot, would use 
it to-morrow if she had the opportunity. In Rome, for a con- 
siderable period before the subversion of the Republic, the 
usage was to vote by tablets with letters expressing assent or 
dissent to a proposed measure. The result of this voting was 
often very different from the opinions publicly expressed. 
Cicero speaks of this diversity as showing how real opinions, — 

not spoken for fear of listening tyrants, appeared in these silent 
suffrages of the people. So would it be with many women who 
to-day decry the use of the ballot. Open it to them,—free them 
from espionage and force, and few would fail to use it. Few 
people desire to be ruled by others. It is because our govern- 
ment is founded on the principles of self-government that it is 
better than any other government. All governments rule peo- 

je, but that is not what the present generation wants. 

he people of the United States, —the people of the nine- 
teenth century want to rule themselves. ‘They have made up 
their minds that they themselves know what is for their best 
good. They have mado up their minds that kings or other 
masters cannot take quite as good care of their interests as 
they can take themselves; and the way they take care of their 
own interest 15 to use the ballot—to vote, to express their own 
opinions through that simple little piece of paper, which is 
white upon one side, and on tho other side has a few printed 
words, that is all, and yet it is more powerful than tho sword; 
it isa greater defense than a standing army; it is more glorious 
than the crown of kings; it is one of the privileges, immunities, 
and inalienable rights of a citizen of the United States. It is 
man's, it is woman's, it belongs to us nll. It is yours, it is 
mine, and to provent mo from using it is to rob mo; it is to 
steal my birth-right; it is to mako me a slave; it is to put an- 
other person's will in place of my own; it is to take from me 
my responsibility; itis to bury my talents; it is to destroy my 
individuality; it is to swallow me up in another. 

Justice for women will surely come! As well attempt to stop 
the avalanche when it is rushing dowu the mountain side, as 
to attempt pet ible women's demand for justice; as well 
attempt to stop tho rising of to-inorrow's sun, as to attempt to 
hold back the ballot from women. Liberty is hers by divine 
right; equality shall be hers by just laws, for right is more 
powerful than the avalanche; it is brighter than the sun, and it 
will surely make its way into men's minds; it will enabie them 
to wee the truth, and justice will at last triumph. The past 
has doen man's, the future will be woman's -tho future in edn- 
cation, in politics, in religion, in government, in all human 
aud divine methods of a higher culture and a purer morality 
for the world,

Mrs. Victoria C. Woodhull, who, through her able journal, 
as well as by her eloquent utterances, has done brave work for 
truth, and whose course, in all good acts, we have ever com- 
mended, has set on foot, in common with other earnest work- 
ers, a project for a grand Combination Convention, to be 
holden in New York City about the first of the coming month 
of May, where all branches of radicalism and reform may meet 
together to discuss plans of union against a common outside 
pressure.

Mrs. Woodhull, in the course of her editorial in her 
Weesty of March 2, has succinctly given tho history of the 
rise of the present dominant party, in the following words: 

“The Republican party grew into power, not because it was 
the representative of freedom as an abstract principle, but be- 
cause freedom was right, and its application demanded to cure 
an existing ill. It sprung into existence, boldly undertook[its 
task, and as grandly accomplished it.” 

But she impeaches that party, as having supinely ceased its 
labors for human advancement when its first great work was 
done, and declares that: 

“ The recent actions and avowals of the leaders of the Re- 
publican party make it impossible for any citizen of liberal 
tendencies to any longer maintain or affiliate with it. In its 
self consciousness of the power of position, and having the 
control of all the patronage of the Government, it ignores the 
demands of a large body of its adherents. It imagines it can 
stand and defy them. It thinks they will not desert from its 
folds.

A late number of the Atlanlic Monthy, in its book notice de- 
partment, announced the publication ofa volume of popular 
accounts of the history and traditions of persons and places, 
and remarkable events, entitled, ** New England Legends," 
the name indicating the locality of their occurrence, written by 
Harriet Prescott Spafford. The writer of this notice of publi- 
cation mentions one of the sketches of the book concern- 
ing “The Salem Witchcraft” as being of especial interest and 
importance, charging the phenomena and philosophy thereof 
as delusion, thus: 


The witchcraft delusion is satisfactorily disposed of, and its 
origin is quite as clearly and convincingly defined as in the 
more elaborate works published, that are devoted exclusively 
to this subject. 


How can that marked day of popular ignorance and priestly 
persecution, in which so many mediums and Spiritualists were 
immolated as witches on the Moloch altars of the Puritan 
Church ever be forgotten? We Spiritualists who live to-day 
can see in the light of the historic past what would have been 
our lot had we lived in Salem 200 years ago. How little has 
the church altered its tone or changed its temper towards 
Spiritualism in these two centuries, their leaders would repeat 
the same scenes if they could! 

A few years since Mr. Longfellow, also in his poem, ‘‘ The 
New England Tragedies, and his publisher, in his advertise- 
ment unfortunately, characterized the so-called witchcraft as a 
delusion, in that there was no delusion; the delusion was on the 


side of the cclerical persecution. 


Delusions of the days that once have been. 
Witchcraft and wonders of the world unseen, 

That crushed the weak and awed the stoutest hearts, 
These are our theme. 


There is too much true Spiritualism in much of his poetry 
to warrant him thus to misapply the term. He well knows 
that the substantial, scientitic Spiritualism of to-day and that 
which the ignomnce and bigotry of Mather and his ministerial 
associates denominated witchcraft, are identical, and evinced 
by the same spiritual phenomena, and are no delusions. His 
beautiful poems, ** Footsteps of Angels,” “Haunted Houses," 
elc., have been received into the sacred uses of song and senti- 
ment by Spiritualism. Is whst he has sung so sweetly in this 
behalf mere fancy, and allowable only under poctic license ? 

This volume of poems, upon which I have drawn in the 
quotations above, is very appropriately named Tragedies. It 
exhibits the atrocities of Puritanism towards the Spiritnalists 
avd Quakers of the curly days and settlement of this country.

Puritans in New England, with their God-service in the use of 
gibbets, and in their songs and benediction of the blessed in- 
stitution the scaffold, uttered with “nasal twang of conventi- | 
ele,” and the heart-throbs of Charles, cavaliers in the Carolinas, 
and elsewhere in the South, in the establishment of slavery as | 
a divine institution, with their indulgence in bacchanalian 
orgies as wassailings in its praise and worship, are discernible 
to~ ay in their descendants, but powerless in the uses of halter 
at £al-m, or of the lash and chains at Jamestown, to annihilate 
Spiritualism in the one place, or to perpetuate slavery in the 
other. 

I am glad that the muse of poetry has crystalized the 
facts and the circumstances of the days of Cotton Mather and 
his eruel church compeers into gems of immortal verse, by 
which, as in a mirror, the malignitics and inhumanities of 
priest-cruft may be forever reflected through the ages, to stir 
up detestatiou of ther enormities and of the theology that in- 
cited them. Let every Spiritualist open the pages of 
** Mathers Magnalia,” if he can endure such nausea as it will 
provoke, and see what a specimen it is of pedantry, intoler- 
ance and ignorance of science, spiritual and natural. What 
man of the least scientific attainment can help laughing at 
him on reading his nonensical jargon on the philosophy of 
thunder and lightning, delivered to his congregation, on occa- 
sion of their escape from destruction by a terrific thunder 
storm. 

I have some evidence which I propose to offer to the reader, 
showing who were the deluded persons—some testimony which 
I received through a distinguished mediem in New York City, 
Mr. J. V. Mansfield, from the spirit world, settling the ques- 
tion of delusion, charged upon us and our brethren of other 
days, by the religious sects.

“This cane belonged to Judge Ward, who condemned and 
hanged the so-called witches, in Salem, Mass., A. D. 1680." 

How suggestive this historic memorandum and its subject ! 
À while ago, while thinking I might, perhaps, get a response 
to an inquiry concerning the above mentioned cane or walking 
stick, on the occasion of a call at these parlors, and finding 
Mr. M. disengaged and willing, at the time, to allow me a few 
moments, he bade me sit at his table and write. So long time 
ago was it since I examined the cane and the note attached 
thereto, that I really had forgotten the name of the reputed 
ancientowner. I revolved it in my mind whether it would be 
consistent, with that abundant caution demanded by skeptics, 
for me to arise and examine the cane and its label—though not 
skeptical myself, nor believing it possible for my medium 
friend to deceive me in any respect, but for the sake of others, 
however, to whom I might relate my adventure, I deemed it 
best to remain sitting, and to proceed with my letter addressed 
in blank. While writing, the medium sat on the opposite side 
of the room, ata distance rendering it impossible to discern 
whatI wrote. When finished, I folded my writing so as to 
render it impossible to be read by any mortal eye, and gave it 
to Mr. M. He proceeded further to fold my paper, looking on 
vacancy or out at the window, folding and enfolding the same 
tillits folds were eight in number, being reduced to small di- 
mensions—this roll he enveloped in another like paper, with 
several more enfoldments. I sat in his presence and saw his 
every motion till the reply was written, and well know that he 
could not and did not see. or learn from me in any way, the 
contents of my letter.

The thousands upon thousands of Spiritualists and others 
throughout the land who have read of the materialization of 
spirits, so as to present themselves in form by the well-known 
and reliable mediumship of Dr. Slade, will be rejoiced to learn 
that these ‘‘manifestations” still continue, the purely fabri- 
cated false report of certain susprcronists to the contrary not- 
withstanding.

ME. MORTON'S REPLY TO THE SUN. | 

EDITORE or THE New York Scx—Sir: In your paper of the | 
22d instant, is an article entitled ‘The wonderful Dr. Slade," 
in which my name is mentioned as an accomplice in the so- 
ealled deceptions. Asaa act of justice you are requested to 
give my answer a circulation as extended as you gave my de- 
nunciation, Knowing bnt little of Dr. Slade's practice as a 
clairvoyant physician, I will only reply to the pretended er- 
pose of the manifestations, and shall answer the falsehoods 
seriatim. Firstly, lam informed neither of the firm of Slade 
and Simmons have ever visited Moravia to witness the mani- 
festations which have been described in the Sun. In the bill 
of charges said to be ** conspicuously posted ' in the reception 
room, none ofthe items are correctly given, and four of the 
seven enumerated have no existence outside of the imagination 
of the romantic brain which prompted the article.
